Celebrating Trafalgar Victory. 

London, Oct. 21.—Exceptional interest was 
taken today in the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the battle of Trafalgar on Oct. 21, 
1805, when the British fleets under Admiral 
Nelson gained a brilliant victory over the 
fleets of France and Spain, commanded by 
Admiral Vilieneuve. The cause of this in- 
creased outburst of patriotism here is the 
dispute with France over the Fashoda ques- 
tion, which in some quarters is looked upon 
as a matter that may possibly bring about 
war between the two countries. 

The Nelson column on Trafalgar Square 
was profusely decorated and entwined with 
a spiral chain of laurel leaves, while laurel 
festoons hung from each corner of the 
capital to the lions at the base, which was 
elaborately ,embellished with. 


ground of crimson cloth. There were also 
floral shields in each corner, inscribed with 
Nelson’s great victories, ‘' St. Vincent,” 
“Camperdown,” “‘ The Nile,” and“ Trafal- 
gar.” 2 

At Portsmouth the masts of the old-time 
line-of-battleship Victory, Nelson’s flagship 
at Trafalgar and the vessel on which he was 
killed, were hung with garlands of laurels.

The drawer was cunningly devised, and it 
was only by accident that its location was 
discovered. When the lid of the box had 
been forced open it was foupd to contain 
a number of documents. There was bank 
stock and» other commercial paper, on its 
face worth $10,000, but now estimated at 
$3,600; two life insurance policies in the Prov- 
ident Savings Assurance association of New 
York for $5,000; a policy for $1,500 in the 
New York Life Insurance company, and one 
taken out in 1868 in favor of Mrs. Stone for

Santiago, Cuba; Oct. 21.—General Leonard 
Wood, Military Governor pro tem. of the 
Department of Santiago, today issued a 
proclamation in ten sections, which is a sort 
of provisional declaration of independence.

Strong corroborative evidence of the cor- 
rectness of the story of the plot as printed 
in THe TRIBUNE yesterday is found in 
Spanish newspapers printed in the City of 
Mexico.

The third section directs that courts of 
justice shall be open to all and that no pri- 
vate property shall be taken by the govern- 
ment without compensation. 

The fourth section, dealing with criminal 
trials, invests the accused with the right to 
be heard himself or by counsel, and to have 
compulsory process to secure the attend- 
ance of a witness in his behalf. 

The fifth section says no person accused of 
crime shall be compelled to give evidence 


clares that no such person, who is once ac- 
quitted of the charge brought against him, 
shall be tried again for the same offense. 

The seventh section provides that all per- 
sons charged with crime shall be entitled to 
bail except in cases of capital offense, and 
that the writ of habeas corpus may not be 
suspended except when the commanding 
General of the department deems it ad- 
visable. 

The eighth section says that excessive bail 
shall not be required, and that no excessive 
fine or cruel or unusual punishment shall 
be inflicted. 

The ninth section provides that in order to 
secure the people against unreasonable 
search there shall first be established under 
oath a presumption of guilt. 

The tenth section guarantees to all the 
right to write or print freely on any matter, 
subject to responsibility for abuse of the 
right. 

The municipal laws are to be administered 
in accordance with these declarations of 
rights, subject to modifications which in the 
judgment of the commanding Genera! would 
be beneficent and promote the principles of 
enlightened civilization.

| SOPHOMORES FIX RULES 
BY WHICH FRESHMEN 
MAY ESCAPE HAZING. 


Princeton Second Year Men Would 
Have the Youngsters Turn the Other 
Cheek When they Feel Like Pelting 
Them with Snowballs. 


New York, Oct. 21.—[Special.]—The sopho- 
more class of Princeton University, at a spe- 
cial meeting held in Dickinson Hall at noon 
today, unanimously adopted, amid great en- 
thusiasm, a most remarkable set of rules to 
govern the downtrodden freshmen. 

Last year the university authorities, at a 
meeting, determined to stop the hazing of 
first-year men by the sophomore class. Both 
the classes of 1900 and 1901 have lost some of 
their best men, who have been suspended or 
expelled on account of this determination. 

So many men have been disciplined that 
the men of 1901 got together at the call of 
their President, D. V. Hutchins, and decided 
they would forever abolish hazing provided 
the faculty would return the men already 
expelled or upon probation, and provided 
the freshmen would accept the rules formu- 
lated and adopted today. 

Here are a few things that the sopho- 
mores demand: 

“Sophomores, juniors, and seniors may 
snowball freshmen and the latter must not 
fire back.’’ 

“ Freshmen must not be seen on the streets 
after 9 o'clock at night. Freshmen must dof 
their caps if asked to in polite manner by 
the sophomores. They must not wear ‘ Fe- 
dora,’ ‘ horse,’ or monogramed hats or caps.”’ 

“They must absolutely not be seen in pub- 
lic restaurants, saloons, or hotel offices. If 
they desire soda water they may drink at 
two named drug stores.

TO EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


Further Courtesies and General Enthu- 
siasm Characterize the Visit of the 
German Ruler to Constantinople— 
Presents from Populace of Turkey. 


Constantinople, Oct. 21.—The Sultan this 
evening presided at a grand farewell ban- 
quet to the Emperor and Empress of Ger- 
many. All the Turkish Ministers and for- 
eign Envoys were present. 

The Emperor and Empress, with the Sul- 
tan, reviewed 15,000 Turkish troops today 
from a window of the Yildiz Kiosk. They 
saluted the flag of each regiment. Emperor 
William wore the uniform of a German Gen- 
eral, with several] Turkish orders. Empress 
Augusta Victoria wore the Chefakat order, 
and the Sultan the Order of the Black Eagle. 

After the review the Sultan escorted the 
Empress to luncheon, taking her on his. 
arm. An immense crowd of Turks sur- 
rounded the palace and cheered until Em- 
peror William appeared upon the balcony.

Massacre of Lutheran [lissionary and 
Family Leads to an Uprising in the 
Zoutpansberg District—Government

Pretoria, Oct. 21.—Serious trouble has been 
started by the Magato tribe in the Zoutpans- 


The natives recently massacred a Lutheran 
missionary and his family at the Town of 
Zoutpansberg and the Transvaal government 
sent an expedition to punish them. The 
affair has now assumed the proportions of 
an armed ‘conflict. 

Chief Opefu, with 20,000 followers fully 
armed, and four cannons, supplied by white 
traders, has attacked the Laager. 

Heavy fighting is proceeding. The tulti- 
matum of the commanding officer of the 
Transvaal troops, General P. J. Joubert, de- 


-manding an unconditional surrender, has 


been ignored by the tribesmen, and he has 
summoned 3,000 burghers to reinforce the 
5,000 now in the field.

COWEN’S ADVICE TO HIS PARTY. 


Baltimore Leader Points Out the Duty 
of Democrats on the Financial 
Question. 


Baitimore, Md., Oct. 21.—President John K. 
Cowen of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
and Democratic Congressman from this 
State in 1834, advises sound money Demo- 
crats to vote the Republican ticket. He 
Bays:

PINGREE APPEALS TO M’KINLEY 


He Says Federal Patronage Is Being 
Used to Defeat Railway Taxa- 
tion Bills. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Pingree has sent to President McKiIn- 
ley a letter in which he says: 

‘During the regular session of the Leg- 
islature of 1897 there was a bill introduced 
in the House providing for the taxation of 
railroads in this State, placing these cor- 
porations on the same footing with every 
other taxpayer. This bill was introduced 
with the view of equalizing the burdens of 
taxation, and was the first step ever taken 
in this State in this direction. Failing to 
secure any legislation on the subject at the 
regular session, I called a special session of 
the Legislature, at which was introduced 
the Atkinson bill, a copy of which I have 
mailed you under separate cover. 

“ This bill passed the House with but three 
dissenting votes, was sent to the Senate, 
and was defeated in that body by a vote of 
15 to 16. We had before the Legislature 
petitions signed by nearly 100,000 taxpayers 
in the State of Michigan; it was also indorsed 
by resolutions of farmers’ clubs, labor or- 
ganizations, and conventions, representing 


_all parties throughout the State, which at 


a low estimate would swell the indorsement 
of this measure to at least 250,000. 

“Those who took prominent part in the 
defeat of equal taxation during the regular 
session were rewarded with federal posi- 
tions, the boast being openly made that 
these positions were to be their com pensa- 
tion for their efforts to defeat any bill intro- 
duced for the purpose of equalizing the 
taxes in this State. 

“Having been placed at the head of the 
ticket, I deem it my duty to demand, in the 
interest of the people of Michigan, that you 
compel those holding federal positions to re- 
frain from further attempts to corrupt men

Chairman Baird opened the meeting by 
saying: ‘‘ The real estate men of Chicago 
have been trying for fifty years to securea 
proper law governing the assessment and 
taxation of property. Now a new law has 
been passed, none has a better right to see 
to it that that law is rightly enforced than 
the men who have spent so much time and 
money in getting it on the statute books. 

More than per cent of the taxes of 
Chicago and Cook County are paid by real 
estate. The real estate owners and agents 
therefore cannot be accused of entering into 
politics. We are.simply attending to our 
own business. I do not think it would be 
weli for us to indorse any candidates offhand 
at this meeting. but we certainly ought to 
take some action looking to the selection of 
a proper list of candidates.” 


George E. Cole Speaks. 

George E. Cole, President of the Municipal 
Voters’ league. being called on, said: 

‘“‘ However excellent the new revenue iaw 
may be, it wil] not enforce itself, and the 
men who were .instrumental in passing it 
must stand behind it until at least it has 
been put info successful operation. The 
Board of Review has especial powers under 
this law. In fact. the members of this board 
are so powerfw that especia! attention ought 
to be paid tc the kind of men elected to his 
position. In the past the enforcement of the 
revenue laws has been so corrup: that mil- 
lions of capital have been kept away from 
this city. We have a chance to remedy this, 
and it is our duty to do it.” 

‘‘ What I want to bring out,” said Dunlap 
Smith, “is that this is not a meeting of 
millionaires. We are not millionaires by uny 
manner of means, as I can testify. but sim- 
ply citizens who want an honest enforcement 
of the new revenue law. In this we will be 
joined, I believe, by all honest citizens. We 
want to prevent the election of boodlers, if 
any have been named by either party, and 
some have been by both parties, in my hum- 
ble opinion. Let the voters understand that 
the object of this meeting is simply the in- 
dorsement of honest candidates and they 
will give us their support. The public has 
as great an interest in the defeat of boodle 
Assessors or members of the Board of Re- 
view as the members of the Real Es‘ate 
board. The great mass of the voters of this 
city want honest officials, and it is our duty 
to point them out to them.”’ 

John B. Knight said: ‘“ The corruption of 
Assessors would never happen if ‘here was 
not some one to corrupt them. There are 
plenty of rich men who would rather spend 
their money bribing Assessors than in jvin- 
ing with honest citizens in trying to secure 
a betterment of conditions. I suggest we 
attend to these corrupters.” 

Marvin A. Farr. gave a résumé the pro- 
visions of the revenue law, after which he 
offered the resolution which was adopted.

MONEY IS NOT ALL USED 


JUBILEE FINANCE COMMITTEE EX- 
PECTS A SURPLUS OF $10,000, 


Excess Will Be Returned to Subscrib- 
ers Uniess They Direct That It Be 
Turned Over for the Benefit of Sol- 
diers and Their Families—Bicycle 
Parade Will Be Held as Soon as the 


Weather Settles—Mayor Orders All 


Arches Removed. 


Something like $10,000 will probably be 
left in the hands of the Finance committee 
of the jubilee after all the bills are paid. 
This money the Finance committee is de- 
termined to return, prorata, to the sub- 
scribers to the fund, although Chairman 
Truax and other members of the general 
committee are anxious to have it turned 
over to the benefit fund for the soldiers and 
their families. 

Chairman Benjamin Rosenthal of the Fi- 
nance committee says: 

“The funds were not collected for the 
benefit of the soldiers, but for holding a 
jubilee. The jubilee has been held and sub- 
scribers are entitled to money not used. 
The Finance committee has certainly done 
its part towards making the benefit fund 
possible. It paid $3,600 for the ball, which 
netted about $26,000 for the soldiers. It 
paid $1,850 for the’ jubilee thanksgiving 
services, and the collections at those places 
have gone directly into the benefit fund.’ 

Chairman Truax declares, however, that 
he believes the subscribers would be will- 
ing to have the surplus turned over to the 
benefit fund, and says he will send out 
cards to the subscribers, asking them to 
instruct the Finance committee tv that 
effect. 

The affairs of the jubilee will be wound 
up at a meeting of the general committee, to- 
gether with the chairmen of all the subcom- 
mittees and special committees, on next 
Monday afternoon at jubilee headquarters, 
Each chairman will present vouchers for 
allyexpenditures authorized by his commit- 
tee, under appropriation, from the Finance 
committee, and will explain the exact 
nature of the disbursement. All vouchers 
will then be submitted for the action of 
the general committee that same after- 
noon, and, if passed upon favorably, will 
be acted upon by the Finance committee on 
Tuesday afternoon in the office of Byron L. 
Smith, Rookery Building. 

Chairman Rosenthal has prepared figures 
showing the financial condition of the jubl- 
lee up to date. In all $55,000 was collected 
and $2,500 has been paid out, leaving $52,000. 
The total appropriation was $47,720. All the 
committees will not exhaust their appropria- 
tions. 

The bicycle parade will probably be given 
after all. That is if the weagger man con- 
sents to let Chicago have a day or two of 
dry weather. Chairman Simon Mayer of 
the Bicycle Parade committee is determined 
that the elaborate plans and decorations 
made for the great bicycle parade shall not 
be thrown away. The merchants are all 
anxious for the parade to be given as soon 
as the weather settles. 

Mayor Harison has ordered all arches re- 
moved without exception. This means the 
municipal arch must also come down. 

President McKinley, before his departure 
from Chicago, was presented with a minia- 
ture portrait on ivory of himself by the 
Banquet committee. It was painted by Miss 
Vilette Windett, a student at the Art In- 
stitute. 

The Chicago Edison company has received

MUTILATED BODIES 
OF TWO MEN FOUND 
BY RAILROAD TRACK. 


Fort Wayne Watchman Stumbles Over 
Corpses Near Forquer and Beach 
Streets—Remains Taken to Morgue 
to Await Identification. 


Beside the railroad tracks at Forquer and 
Beach streets last evening the mutilated 
bodies of two men were found. They were 
lying within twenty-five feet of one another, 
and from the indications were undoubtedly 
struck by a train and instantly killed. 

The identity of the men, who were about 40 
years Old each, has not yet been established. 
It is thought, however, that they were em- 
ployés of either the National Linseed Oil 
company or the Chicago Sugar Refinery, 
which are in the neighborhood of where the 
bodies were discovered. In the pockets of one 
of the men the police found two purses, con- 
taining an aggregate of $120.60. 

The spot where the bodies were found is 
dark and deserted. It is traversed by rail- 
road tracks, which are used by the Chicago 
and Alton, the Chicago: Burlington and 
Quincy railroad, and the Fort Wayne road. 

J. F. Ryan, a watchman employed by the 
Fort Wayne road, was walking along the 
tracks, when about twenty-five feet north 
of Forquer street he stumbled over the re- 
mains of one of the men. Both legs were 
severed from the body, and the clothes were 
torn. Ryan summoned George Woodruff 
and John Edwards, railroad employés, and 
they soon discovered the second body. The 
only indication of violence aboat it was a 
gash in the head. 

A patrol wagon from the Desplaines Street 
Station removed the bodies to the County 
Morgue. 

Both men were dressed as laborers. One 
is of dark complexion, and the other a blond, 
with a slight beard and small mustache.

SLOAN ANGRY AT THE JUDGES. 


Declares He Won a Race Which Was 
Not Given Him and That the Jockeys 
Were at Fault. 


[SPBHCIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
London, Oct. 21.—Tod Sloan was thoroughly dis- 

gusted with his treatment at the Sandown Park 
race meeting yesterday. He did not go there to- 
day. but staid at the Hotel Cecil. He rode yes- 
terday Lord William Beresford’s Myakka in the 
great Sopling Plate. His mount was a fidgety 
one, and the start took place only after a delay 
of twenty-three minutes at the post. when there 
had been several breakaways, in which Sloan was 
well to the front. Eventually he ran a dead heat 
for the race. On returning to the weighing-room 
the little man was fairly mad, and exclaimed: 
‘*T will clear out of this country after riding the 
Prince of Wales’ horse in the Cambridgeshire. 1 
have had enough of it.’” Sporting correspondents 
admit in today’ $8 papers that but for an aimost 
unexampled deiay at the post Myakka was a dead 
certainty for the race. Sloan avers that other 
jockeys were unruly in ya conduct at the post. 
causing delay, and should have been reprimand- 
ed, but his complaint was unheeded. He further 
claims he won the race and that the judges’ de- 
cision was unfair. He made a vow he would not 
ride at Sandown again. There was some sympathy 
with him yesterday, but when his charges were 
discussed at Sandown today they create! much 
resentment, especially his protest against the 
judges’ award. The kmakers are as delighted 
over "the quarrel as the genera! sporting public 
is chagrined. Sloan has never got on particularly 
well with English ockeys,.wWho are rather jealous 

of his achievements.

Treaties to recognize them take effect the 
coming year. The opportunity, therefore, is 
ripe for leadership towards an independent 
national church in Japan.

SPAIN’S PITIFUL PLAINT. 

One ofthe most significant, as well as im- 
portant, reports upon the progress of nego- 
tiations before the Paris Peace commis- 
sion yet given to the public is that con- 
tained in a dispatch to the London Times. 
The statement, ostensibly coming from a 
prominent “Spanish personage,” corrob- 
orates reports previously received that the 
two branches of the commission had come 
to a virtual “ deadlock ” on the Cuban debt 
question: and that, pending instructions 
from the Madrid government on that sub- 
ject, there is not likely to be any progress 
on other points at issue. Meanwhile the 
American commissioners are represented 
to be inflexible in their refusal to assume. 
any part of the Cuban debt or in agreeing 
- to impose it in whole or in part upon the 
Cuban people. 

In assuming this position the American 
fepresentatives are, of course, following 
_ out the instructions of President McKinley, 
as they are certainly reflecting the views of 
the great majority of the American people. 
However desperate Spain’s financial condi- 
tion, it has been of its own seeking. While 
the Spanish leaders now profess to have 
foreseen the result of the war they still 
entered into it with their eyes wide open. 
They might have made terms a year or two 
ago with the Cuban people by which Spain 
would have been relieved “of a part or the 
whole of what it chooses f cal! the “ Cuban 
debt,” as it then existed, and would have 
' Maintained its hold upon the Spanish colo- 

nies besides. This it obstinately refused 
to do, choosing instead not only to add to 
it by a futile effort to suppress the insur- 
rection, but to compel the United States to 
incur an expenditure of 300 to 400 millions 
for the purpose of protecting American in- 
terests by the restoration of order on the 
Western continent. For the unnecessary 
Sacrifice of life and treasure which has fol- 
lowed Spain's suicidal policy it has itself to 
thank. 

The “Spanish personage” whose views 
are quoted by the Times correspondent re- 
fers to the reputed statement of the late 
“Tron Chancellor” of Germany, Prince 
Bismarck, in reference to the danger of 
“pushing the results of war to their ex- 
treme limits” in demands upon the ¥yan- 
quished. It is argued because the Ameri- 
‘can colonies were left with a burden of 
debt after achieving their independence, 
and because we assumed a debt with the 
annexation of Texas, therefore we should 
assume the debt which Spain has saddled 


upon Cuba in the effort to perpetuate its |

WHAT JONES DID NOT TELL. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, the chairman 
of the National Democratic committee, is 
in the city telling leading Western Demo- 
erats what they shall talk about during 
the closing weeks of the campaign. What 
he told them, beyond urging them to 
“stand up for silver,” THE TRIBUNE 
does not know, but it will wagera big red 
apple that he did not tell them to spread 
far and wide the news of the eorsequences 
of permitting 40-cent dollars to be used 
in the settlement of debts which ought 
to be paid in 100-cent dollars. Tue TRIBUNE 
asserts with absolute confidence that Jones 
did not tell his allies to make clear to 
Democratic workingmen how “16 to ps 
will turn into a 40-cent dollar every 100- 
cent dollar they have put in a -savings 
bank or invested in the stock of a build- 
ing and loan association. 

Nor did Jones order the men who take 
orders from’him to make clear to work- 
ingmep the fact that their existing wage 
scales are based on 100-cent doilars.. If 
free coinage were to come the Democrats 
who run trusts and combines, employing 
many workingmen, would tender them the 
number of “dollars” which their agrce- 
ments with employés called for. The lat- 
ter, finding each dollar would buy only 
two-fifths as much as it used to, would 
ask for higher wages. The employers would 
reply: “ We are paying you as many dol- 
lars as we,agreed to, and are paying, you 
in the kind of dollars you voted for. Why 
are you not satisfied?” 

Most assuredly Jones did not tell his 
“ spelibinders ” to lay bare to their audi- 
ences the inevitable outcome of that cher- 


‘ished “demand” of the Bryanites—free 


coinage retroactively applied to existing 
money contracts. Jones did not dare to 
tell them to do so, for if the villainous 
features of the free coinage scheme were 
proclaimed to the public from Democratic 
lips and by Democratic papers that party 
would not carry next month a State, coun- 
ty, city, or school district north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. It is doubtful whether 
that party would be able to carry even 
that Chicago ward which has the largest 
percentage of hopelessly ignorant and 
stupidly partisan voters. The Democrats 
dare not tell the truth about the Chi- 
cago platform. They know what the,con- 
sequences would be of a frank avowal to 
the workingmen that the intention is to 
cut down their wages’and steal most of their 
savings. 

It ought to be evident to a’person of or- 
dinary capacity that facts which the Demo- 
crats do not dare to state, because their 
defeat would ensue, are precisely the facts 
which the Republican leaders and managers 
ought to make every effort to get before 
the public. And yet here in Illinois, as in 
some other States, Republicans who profess 
to be lenders decline to use those weapons 
which are certain to give them the victory. 
Whenever they have momentary spasms of 
fear as to the result of the contest they 
do not set to work to make votes by ex- 
plaining to Democrats who are not dishonest: 
debtors the rascality of free silver. Those 
leaders say they must have more money 
to spend to avoid being beaten, and they 
proceed to levy assessments on all whom 
they can persuade or force to come down. 

There is no difficulty about carrying Chi- 
eago and Illinois when the matter is gone 
Howling about light 
registratioi will not do it. Neither will 
the levying of asspssments do it. But if 
Republican speakers and papers will spend 
the next two weeks in telling the working- 
men those vital facts Jones does not want 
them to know, the Republican majorities 
in city and State will be large enough to 
suit the most fastidious taste. Those 
majorities will be all the larger if the voters 
are urged to vote against Allen law candi- 
dates. The party will be strengthened 
when voters see that it intends to purge it- 
self of such rotten stuff. 


Mr. Ferdinand Peck, the 
Peck’s Wise American Commissioner 
COURSE. General of the Paris Expo- 
sition, has shown his good 
sense by canceling twenty-eight conces- 
sions made by his predecessor, the late 
Major Handy. These concessions were al- 
most exclusively for restaurants and drink- 
ing places in the American building. Asthe 
French care no more for our eatables than 
the rest of the Europeans, and regard our 
drinks as barbaric, there will be no need 
either for restaurants or saloons in that 
building. More space was needed for ex- 
hibiters, and it was difficult if not impossible 
to get it. Mr. Peck has solved the problem 
in part at least by securing the space which 
would otherwise have been devoted to bars 
and cafés. As Paris is a city of bars and 
cafés, there is no necessity for adding to 
them, and the American commissioner has 
done wisely in throwing out all the conces- 
sions for them. F 


SPAIN’S EVACUATION .OF HAVANA. 

A Havana dispatch announces that 199 
Spanish officers and 1,879 soldiers sailed 
from that port for Spain day before yes- 
terday. This is the first definite indication 
that Blanco has given up his belligerent 
plottings and that there will be no dap- 
ger of armed opposition to our formal occu- 
pation of the Cuban capital on Dec. 1. 
It is high time the Spaniards were begin- 
ning to move, and the announcement of 
the departure of this first Spanish trans- 
port will be received with a general sense of 
satisfaction. 

Cool weather is now spreading down to- 
ward Cuba. Already the yellow fever has al- 
most disappeared from the island. The time 
has come for the United States to begin 
its work of occupation and political re- 
construction, and it is gratifying to note 
that the Washington authorities are mak- 
ing active preparations to that end. The 
army transports in possession of the War 
department are being put in readiness, and 
it is expected that the first assignment 
of troops for gartisoning the northern 
coast of Cuba will sailon Nov. 3. These 
soldiers will be: stationed at Matanzas-— 
one of the most beautiful cities in Cuba 
—where the first camp of the Hava- 
pa army of occupation will be situated. 
Other transports will follow as rapidly as 
possible, and by the end of November, with 
the aid of the fourteen transport ships 
now avyailabie, all the large cities should 
be thoroughly garrisoned, and a strong 
force should be ready to march into Hava- 
na itself and take possession on the morn- 
ing of Dec 1. It the Spaniards have nut 
got. out of the island by that time they 
will have to go outside the fortifications 
and wait there until they are taken to 


Spain.

ment. The Spaniards say it will be im- 
possible to get their troops out of Cuba 
by the beginning of December, but the 
War department has given them notice 
that the United States will take con- 
trol of Cuba on that date, just the same, and 
that nothing will prevent the placing of 
American troops in Havana at the time 
named. If they are so foolish as to offer 
armed resistance they will have to fight 
American troops. 

Since the discovery of Blanco’s deep-laid 
plot to inaugurate a war of his own against 
the American forces about the time of the 
signing of the protocol, there is no felling 
what treachery or folly he might not com- 
mit if he gota chance. There is no reason, 
however, to believe that he has any further 
intentions of this sort. The departure of a 
loaded transport of officers and troops for 
Spain indicates that he has given up his 
plots and that the Spanish garrisons in 
Havana and other Cuban cities will march 
out when the time comes—with ill grace, 
probably, but none the less peaceably. Spain 
evidently has no intention of resisting the 
Americans any further. 

Neither has Spain any further hope that 
the United States can be fooled or cajoled 
into assuming the war debt created in 
trying to crush the Cubans, It has also 
abandoned the expectation that this Span- 
ish debt can be fastened upon Cuba itself. 
Since the American Peace Commissioners 
have been definitely instructed to accept 
responsibility for Cuban municipal debts, 
but to repudiate all responsibility for the 
so-called “ Cuban debt ” incurred by Spain 
for the purpose of ruining Cuba in a savage 
war, the Spanish commissioners have 
changed their attitude on the subject. They 
have assumed a role of injured humility 
in “succumbing to the harshness of the 
American hogs.” They will play for what 
European sympathy they can get, which 
will be little indeed, outside of French 
financial circles. 

Firmness and prompt action on the part 
of the United States government will speedi- 
ly bring the Spaniards to their senses, both 
in Paris and in Havana, Let them know 
that their tricks and subterfuges are use- 
less. This is the only way to deal witha 
nation like Spain. ye

BLANCO’S AND PANDO’S PLOT. 

A®Washington dispatch to Top TRIBUNE 
yesterday gave the outline of a plot formed 
in Havana by leading Spaniards, including 
Captain General Blanco and General Pan- 
do, to proclaim an independent Spanish- 
American republic in Cuba, and to carry 
on the war in spite of Santiago and of all 
peace negotiations. A striking confirma- 
tion of this story comes from the City of 
Mexico and is printed elsewhere in this 
issue of Tue Trisune. It is nothing less 
than an interview with General Pando him- 
self, which took place in the Mexican cap- 
ital at a time when the Spanish General 
was universally believed to be in Cuba, and 
which was printed Aug. 17 in El Correo 
Espafiol, the organ of the Spanish colony 
in the City of Mexico. The interview had 
taken place a few days before that date. 


in connection with the Washington revela- 
tions, furnishes indisputable proof that 
there was such a plot, and that it was ina 
dangerous state of advancement at a date 
long after Toral’s surrender and long after 
Cuba was regarded as surrendered. Blanco’s 
vindictiveness and eagerness to fight the 
Americans have been well known, but this 
is the first revelation of the fact that he had 
laid an extensive plan to proclaim himself 
dictator of Cuba and to wage a bitter war 
at Havana on his own responsibility. Cer- 
tain it is that he entertained such inten- 
tions up to the signing of the protocol, and 
that he sent emissaries to many or all of the 
Central and South American republics to 
solicit their aid and encouragement. Final 
failure in this quarter seems to have been 
what killed the plot. + 

_ El Correo Espafio! states authoritatively 
that General Pando spent several days in 
the City of Mexico, having apartments at 
the Maison Dorée. He was incognito, but 
conversed freely with the Spanish editor on 
all subjects except the reason for his pres- 
ence in Mexico at a time when he was sup- 
posed to be in the thick of the Cuban fight. 
He would say nothing further than that he 
was on “a secret mission from General 
Blanco.” He stated that he had left Ha- 
vana about the middle of June, and that the 
part he was supposed to be playjng in the 
Santiago campaign had from the first been 
“pure fantasy.” This is in itself an inter- 
esting revelation. But he went on to say 
that he did not hear of the fall of Santiago 
until the middle of July, The inference is 
plain—he was traveling to some distant 
place in prosecution of his mission. 

Pando refused to tell where he had learned 
the news of Toral’s surrender, but he said 
he immediately returned to Havana, and 
was “again sent by General Blanco to dis- 
charge another commission concerning the 
government of Spain.” This commisison 
took him to Belize and to the City of Mex- 
ico. It had nothing to do with peace, but 
“ quite the contrary,” and as it had refer 
ence to Spain as well as to Blanco, it beems 
altogether probable that the Washington 
version of the story was correct in imputing 
to Blanco the intention of ultimately hand- 
ing the island back to Spain. He thought 
he could secure the aid of the Centra! and 
South American republics in a project for 
making Cuba a republic under his dictator- 
ship, and after he had achieved his end he 
could give the island back to Spain, thus 
circumventing the Americans. It was a 
harebrained scheme, but if Blanco had ever 
begun to put it into execution at Havana 
it would have cost hundrede—perhaps 
thousands—of American lives before that 
stronghold could have beenstormed. —~_

WAREHOUSEMEN AS GRAIN BUYERS,

taifiing Judge Tuley, holding that “it is a 
firmly established rule that where one per- 
son [like a public warehouseman] occu- 
pies a relation in which he owes a duty 
to another, he shall not place himself in 
any position which will expose him to the 
temptation of acting contrary to that duty.” 
The court made no mention, however, of 
the law passed a year before authorizing 
warehoysemen to deal in grain. ; 

A rehearing was asked for. The Supreme 
Court has just refused it, but it does not 
have a word to say about that act of the 
Legislature which runs counter to its con- 
ceptions of public policy. Therefore there 
appears to be nothing left to do, to set- 
tle the matter, but for the Atterney Gen- 
eral to begin contempt proceedings against 
the warchousemen for failing to comply with 
the decision of the caurt. Then the de- 
fendants can introduce the law which em- 
powers them to deal in grain, and plead 
that it exonerates them from the charges 
brought against them, and then the Supreme 
Court can declare the law invalid because 
opposed to some fundamental principle of 
public policy, or it can admit that the law, 
while objectionable to it, is valid, and let 
the warehousemen go, The question is one 
which should be settled speedily.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Uniform National Law the Only Rem- 
edy for the Divorce Evil—Defects of 
the Present System. 


The spirited discussion of divorce in the 
Episcopal general convention has aroured 
widespread interest in the subject and direct- 
ed general attention to the evils and abuses 
of the law relating to marriage. 

These evils and abuses are but the natural 
fruits of the loose and conflicting State legis- 
lation that now exists in the absence of a 
unitcorm national law. It goes without suy- 
ing that for a people occupying the same 
country and living under the same general 
government there should be a common law 
of marriage and divorce. But here we have 
forty-five separate statutes, widely differing 
in their provisions. In some States, for ex- 
ample, there is but one ground on which the 
marriage tie can be dissolved; in others 
thers are a dozen, and divorce can be ob- 
tained for the asking. In.some the offend- 
ing divorced parties are forbidden and in 
others free to remarry. A marriage con- 
summated in one State, and in that State 
indissoluble but for one cause, may be, and 
often is, dissolved by the courts of another 
State for an entirely différent cause. 

The facility with which divorce is ob- 
tained in certain far Western States aftera 
quas' residence of sixty or ninety days and 
on the most frivolous grounds is a matter of 
common notoriety. If this practice were 
confined to the actual bona fide citizens of 
the State severing the marriage tie it would 
be bad enough, but, extended to thousands 
of applicants from other States of which the 
courts do not recognize the validity of the 
loosely granted Western divorce, the deplor- 
able consequences are grave marital com- 
plications and demoralizas#on. Undersucha 
System a man may Ll a lawful husband in 
one State and a bigamist in another; a 
woman a wedded wife in one and without a 
legal husband in another; children legiti- 
mate in one and illegitimate in another; 
property rights recognized in one and re- 
pudiated in another. 

The obvious and only effective remedy for 
this regrettable state of affairs is a uniform 
law under which the essentials of a valid 
marriage and the conditions of divorce are 
the same throughout the land, and under 
which a marriage valid where consummated 
and a divorce legal where granted will be 
recognized and sustained by the courts 

everywhere without question. But, unfor- 
tunately, such a law cannot be enacted with- 
out an amendment to the constitution, since 
that instrument does not empower Congress 
to legislate on the subject of marriage and 
divorce. The difficulty of amending the 
constitution is shown by the fact that while 
numerous amendments are proposed at 
every session of Congress only three have 
been adopted since 1803, and these were vir- 
tually forced through after the civil war. 
Earnest efforts have been made to bring 
about some degree of uniformity in State 
laws by legislative action, but these efforts 
have not been successful, and even success 
in this direction could prove but a partial 
remedy for the evils and abuses to be re- 
formed. 

The vital necessity is an amendment to 
the federal constitution, and this, it is to be 
hoped, will be urged until its adoption is 
achieved.—New York Herald. 


Crokerizing the Courts. 

New York is greatly aroused over the 
treatment that Richard Croker has meted 
out to Judge Daly, and, in effect, his frank 
avowal of personal responsibility in the 
premises. He turned Judge Daly down and 
gives the reasons which actuated him. Mr. 
Croker is a man who draws no distinctions 
in the matter of office-holding. The Judge 
and the police Captain are on the same plane 
in his eyes. He reminds one as well as the 
other of what he considers to be personal 
obligations. Both must remember their cre- 
ator in the days of their official service. 
Judge Daly has never done anything for 
Tammany Hall—that is, for Richard Croker 
—and hence Tammany will do no more for 
him. Twenty-eight years of honorable serv- 
ice on the bench and the desire of the most 
eminent men of both parties for his continu- 
ance in office count for nothing. 

And yet Mr. Croker has been guilty of 
this same thing repeatedly. He has often 
put up Judges and then pulled them down. 
Men seeking places on the bench have cur- 
ried favor with him, just as those seeking 
political places have done. Judicial candi- 
dates have been “ assessed "’ for ‘‘ campaign 
expenses,”” and have paid, just like the other 
candidates of the hall. Business is business 
with Mr. Croker. He has so many places at 
his disposal, and he not only knocks them 
off to suit himself, but he keeps the track of 
those to whom they fall and exacts obedience 
from them. Resistance means the black list 
and the block and ax at the first opportunity. 

But at last the people of New York have 
witnessed one of these performances which 
answers. as an illustration of the true mean- 
ing and intent of the Chicago platform. They 
see now what the result would be if the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court of the United 
States were to be put epon a time limit. 
They see how easy it would be for national 
political bosses of the kidney of Mr. Croker 
to put up puppets of their own for those 
places and “run” the court through them 
for personal and pattisan ends. And it is 
no wonder that they are profoundly stirred. 
If the courts, city, State, and federal, are to 
be Crokerized, complete demoralization must 
soon set in.—Washington Star. 


Public Office Not a Sinecure. 


The expression of the London Spectator to 
the effect that it is a rare distinction for 
an American politician to die poor mani- 
fests a singular ignorance of the real con- 
ditions of American politics. Undoubtedly 
a considerable number of American politi- 
cians get a good deal of money out of office 
holding and the opportunities it throws in 
their way. The number, however, is not 
large relatively to the whole number of 
persons engaged in politics. For there are 
politicians and politicians. There are those 
that pursue only large game and there are 
others who will accept any office within their 
reach, even if there is no salary attached. 
There are those who go into politics without 
money and get it and those who go tin with 
money and lose it, or, in other words, spend 
it in the hope of securing office, frequently 
without attaining the desired end. 

In general it may be admitted that the sal- 
aries of our public officers are larger than 
most of them can earn in private employ- 
ment. There are, however, many excep- 
tions. Not a few make a pecuniary sacri- 
fice by accepting office. But, apart from 
these exceptions, a political life is not favor- 
able to the saving of money. Offices once 
got can only be retained by gratifying a 
number of people, small or large, according 
to circumstances. The official appointed 
has to look out for political assessments and 
for whatever is necessary to keep his patron 
in office and in a good humor. The official 
elected by the people is almbdst always look- 
ing forward to a reélection. He is continu- 
ally importuned for aid by those who have 
been useful to him in his canvass or who are 
likely to be so when he makes another. Not 
only do these men frequently die poor, but 
many of them while in the prime of life are 
obliged to drop out of the game because 
they are too poor to make a canvass with 
any prospect of success. Others, however, 
get the office-seeking habit to such a degree 
that they are always in quest of an office, 
however hopeless the prospect. 

On a general average politics is not a pay- 
ing business. It is a lottery In which there 
are numerous prizes, some of them great 
ones, the larger number of moderate dimen- 
sions, and blanks innumerable, The great 
mass of our professional roliticians dite poor, 
and not always because they are honest.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal, 


Humanity’s Tribute to Neptune.

The Emperor is fond of good living, ang 
the expenses of the imperial kitchen are 
enormous, but his feasts are of the Barme. 
cide character for all that. The principaj 
articles of the Emperor’s.diet are specified 
by law. He is to have set before him each 
day thirty pounds of roast meat and seven 
pounds made into soup. He is to have each 
day a pound of hog’s fat or butter, and the 
milk of eight cows. If he so desires he can 
order each day two sheep, two fowls, ang 
two ducks, while seventy-five parcels of 
tea are daily set aside for his use. And yet 
he frequently goes away from the table 
hungry because of the watchful eye of the

There were two novelties in the program 
of the Chicago Orchestra yesterday, but the 
preat merit of the whele performance, if it 
is possible to make selections from su de- 
ligatiul a whole, lay in the symphony and 
the ever-popular Tannhauser overture. 1 he 
program began ‘auspiciously with the lovely 
pastorale from bacn’s Christmas Oratorio, 

layed smoothly and serenely; as it should 

\. en Mr. Thomas gaihered his forces 
together fér the serious work of the after- 
noon. {he € major symphony shows Schu- 
bert at his best as a composer; it also calls 
for all the resources of a fine orchestra and 
great conductor. The first movement, iong 
and intricate as it is, was executed with 
wonderful clearness, and the tangled threads 
of a somewhat chaotic discourse were finely 
drawn into one grand climax under Mr. 
Thomas’ guidance. The orchestra was in 
splendid fettle, achieving» greater sonority 
of tone than last week, although there is 
still room for improvement in this uirection. 
The strings are still not without reproach 
in the loud passages, their tone being some- 
- times woolly and occasionally rasping. The 
- game was observed in the finale, and once in 
the Tannhiuser overture, when one of the 
basses emitted strange noises. In the slow 
movement the orchestra has seldom been 
heard to greater advantage. This division 
of the symphony, though long, has not a 
note that could be spared. The two beauti- 
full themes are so wrough upon that the 
whole is a perfect work of art, clean-cut and 
pure, without a suggestion of the senti- 
mentality to which Schubert often gives 
rein. Certainly that andante deserves to 
stand out as one of the great achievements 
of Mr. Thomas and his band. The scherzo 
is hardly less lovely in its way, and was ren- 
dered exquisitely; while the finale is worthy 
of the foregoing movements, and that is 
saying a great deal. But of the tone-color 
so conspicuous in the andante there is little 
qn the last movement, which yesterday 
seemed a little commonplace. 

The second part of the program was inter- 
esting on account of the first performance 
in America of the legende by Ernest Chaus- 
son. Much may be expected of a composer 
who handles his orchestra with so much 
delicacy and skill, but it can hardly be 
claimed that this excerpt from the Arthurian 
romance is strikingly original. The modu- 
lations are distinctly Wagnerian, and one 
phrase in particular suggests so strongly a 
well known Wagnerian motif that the coin- 
cidende, even; if it: were accidental, would 
still be unfortunate. In a word, the whole 
work was rather like a potpourri of Wag- 
nerian ideas: put together and orchestrated 
by Massenet. The composer must be cred- 
ited, however, with mitch sweetness of ex- 
pression and a romantic tone which, per- 
haps, dbes not go deep. He is also clever in 
artifice, as is shown, for instance, by the 
effective use of a reed to suggest a distant 
trumpet call. It is to be hoped that M. 
Chausson will be heard from again. 

The other novelty was the group of three 
dances written as entractes by Sir Alexan- 
der Mackenzie for the London production of 
“ The Little Minister.’’ The dances are at 
least good enough to make us wonder why a 
good composer is not occasionally pressed 
{nto. service in this country to write inci- 
dental music for dramatic productions. 
Those who have seen Miss Adams in Mr. 
Barrie’s play will remember how the little 
comedy is marred by the altogether vile 
music supplied for it by Mr. Charles Froh- 
man from goodness knows where. The Na- 
poleon of managers might take a hint from 
these dances which Mr. Thomas introduced 
yesterday afternoon. In writing them Sir

They 
rtainly have nothing of the distinctive 
airylike grace which has made the ‘‘ Hen- 
ry VIII.’’ dances a common feature of re- 
quest programs. 

The rendering of the ‘“‘ Tannhauser ”’ over- 
ture was a masterpiece in every possible 
way. It was an inspiring, not to say giori- 
ous, climax to a fine program; but even 
then the summit of enthusiasm was excelled 

y the patriotic ardor which Mr. Thomas 
and his men breathed into the National 
Hymn. The audience rose and was splendid- 
ly thrilled: Mr. Thomas, perhaps, in this 
concession to popular fancy, forgot for the 
tmoment that we have just been celebrating 
a jubilee...

It would appear, however, that ex-Presi- 
dents of republics are quite as unfortunate. 


Thus ex-President Pretorius, former Chief 


Magistrate of the Transvaal republic, and to 


whom Pretoria, the capital of the republic, 


is indebted for its name, has just appealed in 


riting to the municipal men of the City of 


retoria, begging that his cart and his mule 


should be hired by the authorities for carry- 


ing gravel and dirt. 
He added that “ he was becoming old, and 
would be glad if the board would assist him 


to earn money.” 
While here in the United States one has 


witnessed the spectacle of a former Chief 


istrate of the republic to such an extent 
ha nt by his family as to lead his fellow- 
citizens in memory of his past services to the 
nation to raise by popular subscription a 
fund for his maintenance, yet there is no 
case on record as yet of an ex-President of 
the United States being 80 reduced as to be 
constrained to earn his daily bread by cart- 
ing dirt, he himself acting as the carter. 
The poverty of ex-President Pretorius is 
all the more remarkable since the Transvaal 
has produced some of the most colossal 
fortunes of the present century, and may be 
said to possess, so to speak, in its entrails, a 
more vast wealth of precious metals and 
precious stones than any other district of the 
same size in the world. 


Old Duke George of Saxe-Meiningen is of 


“all the reigning sovereigns of Europe the 


most unfortunate as far as carriage acci- 
dents and extraordinary adventures are con- 
cerned. For he has just been thrown out of 
his carriage at a place called Immelborn, and 
so seriously injured that at first his life 
was despaired of. In fact, he narrowly es- 
caped death on the spot, andeeven at the 
present moment his recovery is by no means 
certain. 

Three years ago he met with a misad- 
venture of the same kind, and not onlyfrac- 
tured his knee-cap so as te render him 
permanently lame, but likewise sustained 
such a shock to his system through his fall 
that his hearing became impaired in such a 
manner that music in every shape and form 
became a torture to him. The peculiarity 
of his affliction is that he hears some notes 
of the scale several tones higher than what 
they are played, and others again several 
notes lower, the result being that even the 
most delicate and beautiful melody sounds 
to him as a jumble of the most discordant 
notes. 

Last spring while traveling in Italy he 

found himself at Milan during the sanguin- 


ary riots between the mob and the troops. - 


He narrowly esvaped being shot by the lat- 
ter, while the people overturned his car- 
riage, and made use of it for the construction 
of a barricade. 

A year ago, while driving between Rome 
and Tivoli, he was waylaid by brigands and 
robbed of all his valuables in old-fashioned 
manner. 

He is a fine looking old fellow, with a long 
snow-white beard, reaching down to his 
waist, and is known in this country more es- 
pecially in connection with the celebrated 
Saxe-Meiningen operatic troupe, which has 
toured through the United States. Indeed, it 
may be questioned whether there is in all 
Europe a sovereign more thoroughly identi- 
fied with music than this Duke. 

His present wife—his third—was an actress 
prior to her morganatic union with him, ani 
she bears the title of Baroness Helberg, 
which he conferred upon her. Owing to her 
socia) status—or rather to its absence—he 
avoids all official functions and court cere- 
monies in which his wife could playno 
part, spends most of his time with her in 
foreign travel, and was conspicuously ab- 
sent at the marriage at Breslau of the only 
daughter of his eldest son and heir, Prince 
Bernhardt, whose wife is the eldest sister of 
the Kaiser. 

Should the Duke succumb to his present in- 
juries, it is Prince Bernhardt who would suc- 
ceed to his father’s throne and honors, his 
own heir in turn being not his second brother 
Ernest, who is married morganatically to 
the daughter of the eminent Hebrew physi- 
cian, Jensen, at Munich, but his third 
brother, Frince Frederick, who enjoys the 
distinction of being the first Prince of the 
blood, and the first member of a sovereign 
house to send his daughter to a public school. 

Emperor Frederick inaugurated the sys- 
tem as far as his boys were concerned, in 
spite of the opposition of his relatives and 
of the government, who united in declaring 
that for a Prince to take his seat on the 
benches of a public school beside the boys 
of shopkeepers and of laboring men was cal- 
culated to impair the divinity that is sup- 
posed to hedge royalty and the throne. 

Emperor Frederick's innovation has, how- 
ever, been followed at Copenhagen, Stock- 
holm, and in various smaller States of Ger- 


many with much success, since it has served 
to strengthen the bonds between the reign- 


ing families and the people. 


The Marquis of Tweeddale, who has just 
been appointed by the Queen to be a Knight 


of the Ancient Order of the Thistle, in the | 
place of that grand old fellow, the Ear! of 


Mansfield, enjoys the questionable distine- 
tion of being the prize guinea pig of the 
British aristocracy. That is to say, he is 
famous as holding directorships of more 
joint stock companies than any other mem- 
ber of either the two houses of Parliament. 
I think he is on the boards of nearly — 
dozen of them, and held—possibly still holds 
—the Presidency of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph company, of the Eastern

FRANCES WILLARD SCHOOL DEDICATED FRIDAY. 


The Frances E. Willard School Building, 
Forty-ninth street and St. Lawrence ave- 
nue, was dedicated yesterday afternoon. 
The exercises included an address by Su- 
perintendent of Schools Andrews and the 
presentation of a large portrait of Miss 
Willard by Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, President 
of the Chicago branch of the W. C. T. U. 

The program consisted of speeches and 
music by the scholars, and at the conclusion 
of the exercises the visitors to the school 
were conducted through the building by 
the teachers. Although it had been an- 
nounced that Mayor Harrison would be 
present, as well as Thomas Bre , Mrs, 
O’Keefe, and Graham Harris of the Board 
of Education, the board was represented 
only by Trustee Strong, who presided. 

The assembly hall was decorated with 
American flags and portraits of the war 
heroes, and seated on the platform were in- 
vited guests and a number of the teachers 
of the school. Mr. Strong delivered a short 
address of welcome, in which he éulogized 
Miss Willard. He said: 

*“*It is the privilege of this school to have 
its own ideal, and the honor to keep always 
before it the hope of emulating her ideal 
and working with the straightforward hon- 
esty of that greatest of American women, 
Frances Willard, who has by her dauntless 
zeal, Christian efforts, and ceaseless prayers 
liberated thousands from the habit which 
destroys body, soul, home, church, school, 
and, in fact, everything for the betterment 
of mankind.” 

Several muscial numbers were rendered 
by pupils of the school, and Colonel Will- 
lam L. De Beck made a short address, in 
which he thanked Trustees Strong, Harris, 
and Brenan for their efforts which resulted 
in the building of the school, and urged all 
parents and residents of the district to co- 
operate with the teachers and accord them 
all the assistance in their power to aid they 
in their duties. Resolutions thanking the 
Board of Education, the Mayor, and the 
Council were adopted. 

Professor Lewis, superintendent of the 
Seventh District, made a short address, in 
which he said that the public schools have 
done more than all institutions combined 
for sustaining our “public institutions, in 
that they have reduced all languages spoken 
to one language; that they have caused 
every one to become more tolerant In mat- 
ters of religion; and that they have accom- 
plished. what could have been done in no 
other way—the elimination of all distinctions 


of caste. 
Mr. Strong then formally presented the 
keys of the school to Principal Stahl. 
Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, in presenting the 
t of Miss Willard, related how she

day Miss Willard’s body was received in 
Chicago and had urged that the board order 
the schools to be closed on that day, and 
Mr. Brenan then informed her that the 
board had already decided to name a school 
building after Miss Willard.

the Union Signal. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Fry’s addre&s 
the American flag which veiled the portrait 
was drawn away, and the picture became 
the property of the school. It was a large 
likeness of Miss Willard when she was 50 
years old, and is inclosed in a massive gilt 
frame. 

The concluding address was made Su- 
E. Benjamin . He 
said: 


“The most important thing connected 
with a schoolhguse is the teaching which is 
dorfe in it. More precious than its brick or 
mortar, or finish, or apparatus, or the choice 
works of art on these walls, is the faithful 
teaching which accomplished and devoted 
teachers, who love their calling, their pupils, 
their city, and mankind, are going to do in 
this building. 

“The architect informs me that he ex- 
pects this building to last at least a century. 
Whoever is alive a century from today and 
has the good fortune to reside near, will 
gaze on these same walls and will see troops 
of happy children throng into these rooms 
each morning at 9 o’clock to be taught their 
lessons, to enjoy their sports. We shall all 
be gone then, but the school will be here, 
fulfilling its benign mission. What thought 
is vast enough to compass the good it will 
accomplish in the century between now and 
then? The mention of so stupendous a work 
is good enough to fill any heart with re- 
joicing. I adjure the principal and teachers 
to work so diligently and faithfully here as 
to set a high standard for all those who shall 
succeed them. It is my fervent hope that 
the administration of this school and the 
instruction here imparted, not alone in our 
time but so long as the school endures, may

FEDERATION OF WOMAN’S CLUBS. 


Wins a Comparatively Easy Victory 


Over Her Only Competitor, Mrs,
